In response to a request the follow­ 
ing statement regarding conditions at 
Central school Is made; 
1. 
Both of the buildings hav e been 
co ndem ned by the grand jury , the pri­ 
mary bu ilding hav ing been condemn­ 
ed sev eral y e a rs ago. 
After careful 
ex amination 
a com m ittee 
appointed 
for that purpose recently reported the 
Grammar scho o l building both unsafe 
and unsanitary . 
2. 
During the present y ear, in or­ 
der to seat pupils who hav e applied 
for admission, four small rooms are 
used for class rooms that were nev er 
intended for that purpose and are not 
suitable to be so used. 
The entire 
floor space of these rooms is crowded 
with desks not leav ing suitable space 
for aisles, teachers’ desks, chairs, etc. 
The black-board and wail surface Is 
insufficient for satisfactory work. One 
of these rooms is about fifteen feet 
square and is seated 
with eighteen 
desks, a small table and one chair. 
Another room is the old library , and 
another a small room that was used 
by the high school as a lobby or 
wash room. 
At present 115 pupils 
attend school 
in these 
four 
small 
rooms. 
Teachers find it impossible to 
do the best work under these condi­ 
tions and proper v entilation is im­ 
possible. 
The large building was nev ­ 
er intended for a grammar school and 
is poorly constructed for that purpose. 
There are eight large rooms in the 
building which answer v ery well, but 
the halls and stairway s are v ery In­ 
conv enient. 
3. 
One of the worst conditions is 
the lack of sufficient grounds. 
The 
boy s of the grammar school, ov er two 
hundred In number, are compelled to 
play on Sy camore street as there are 
no other play grounds for them. 
This 
street being used as a general high­ 
way , la dirty , dusty and must he an 
unhealthful play ground. 
Ev en if the 


street were a proper play ground, It is 
too small for proper ex ercise for so 
many boy s. 
As the street is crowded wiih chil­ 
dren during recesses and interm is­ 
sio ns, it can not be used freely as a 
city » treet. 
Although the property owners ad­ 
joining the street hav e been patient 
and long 
suffering, 
frequent com­ 
plaints hav e been made of damages 
to property . 
These complaints hav e 
been so frequent recently that priv i­ 
leges heretofore enjoy ed by the boy s 
hav e been deniq^ them, and as the 
street is becoming more used as a 
residence street, v ery soon the boy s 
will be confined to the limited portion 
Immediately 
adjoining 
the 
school 
property . 
Relief should be prov ided for these 
boy s as the present condition is a 
positiv e hindrance to their proper de­ 
v elopment as well as to the good or­ 
der of the school. At present the cap­ 
acity of the buildings is ov ertax ed, 
ev en after using ev ery room, and if 
any considerable increase in attend­ 
ance should be made, which is cer­ 
tain to occur, the conditions at Cen­ 
tral would become ev en more embar­ 
rass ng than at present,
